Testifies at Inquest Into Slaying 
Of Sisters; Willingham at Hearing 


CHICAGO OP'—A mother whose 
teen-aged daughters were slain aft­ 
er an alleged sex and liquor orgy 
told a coroner's inquest today she 
would fight “ to protect their hon­ 
or.” 
Mrs. 
Loretta Grimes wept as 
ahe testified at an inquest into the 
deaths of her daughters, Barbara, 
15, and Patricia, 13, whose nude 
and frozen bodies were found in a 
ditch on the city’s outskirts last 
week. 
Bennie 
Bedwell, 
21,

dishwasher who has confessed the 
alayings, sat in apparent stoicism 
through the hearing. 
William Willingham, 26. another 
skid row derelict whom Bedwell 
has nafned as his accomplice, was 
brought into the crowded hearing 
room through a side door. 
Willingham, who has denied any 
part in the deaths of the girls, 
looked at Bedwell and nodded af­ 
firmatively to signify that he rec 
ognized his skid row acquaintance 
Mrs. Loretta Grimes, mother of 
the slain girls, came to the inquest 
early and told newsmen that Bed- 
well’s lurid confession of killing 
the girls after a prolonged sex and 
liquor orgy u;as “ a lie.” 
“ I don’t think he ever saw my 
girls,” she said. 
“ Our girls are 
dead, now. They can’t fight for 
themselves.
